I conducted m y audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards; the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards. issued by the Comptroller 
General of the U nited States; and with provisions of Louisiana Revised Statute 24:513 and the 

provisions of the Louisiana Governmental Audit Guide, published jointly by the Society of Louisian a 
Certified Public Accountan ts an d the Louisiana Legislative Auditor. Those stan dards require that I 
plan and perform  the audit to obtain reasonable assuran ce about whether the general purpose 
financial statem ents are free of m aterial m isstatem ent.

N O TE 1 - IN TR O D U C TIO N  

The Town of Livonia, Louisiana (the "Town") was incorporated in 1959, under the provisions of 
Title 33, Chapter 2, Part 1, of the Louisiana Revised Statutes (Lawrason Act - Act No. 36 of 1898). 
The Town operates under a M ayor-Board of Aldermen Council form of governm ent and provides 
the following services-public safety (police), streets, public improvements, and general administrative 
serv ices. In addition, the Town owns and operates a gas and water enterprise activity. 

N O TE 2 - SUM M A RY O F SIGN IFICAN T A CC O UN TIN G  PO LIC IES 

As the m unicipal governing authority, for reporting purposes, the Town of Livonia is considered a 
separate financial reporting entity. The finan cial reporting entity consists of [a] the primary 
government (municipality), [b] organizations for which the primary government is financially 
accountable, and [c] other organ izations for which nature and significance of their relationship with 
the prim ary governm ent are such that exclusion would cause the reporting entlty's financial 
statem ents to be m isleading or incom plete, 

Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) Statement No. 14 established criteria for 
determ ining which com ponent units should be considered part of the Tow n of Livonla for financial 
reporting purposes. The basic criterion for including a potential com ponent unit within the 
reporting entity is financial accountability. The GASB has set forth criteria to be considered in 
determ ining financial accountability. This criteria include: 

Appointing a voting majority of an organ ization's governing body, an d

Organizations for which the municipality does not appoint a voting majority but are fiscally 
dependent on the m unicipality. 

O rganizations for which the reporting entity finan cial statem ents would be m isleading if data 
of the organ ization is not included because of the nature or significance of the relationship

Other O ~ anizations 

The m unicipality m ay appoint som e, or all, governing board m em bers of organizations that are not 
included as com ponent units in the prim ary governm ent's reporting entity. These organizations are 

classified as [a] related organizations, [b] joint ventures and jointly governed organizations, and [c] 
component units of another government with characteristics of a joint venture or jointly governed 
organization. 

Considered in the determ ination of com ponent units of the reporting entity were the Pointe Coupee 
Parish Police Jury, Sheriff, Clerk of Court, Assessor, and School Board and the District Attorney and 
Judges for the 18th Judicial District. It was determined that these governmental entities are not 
component units of the Town of Livonia reporting entity because they have separately elected 
governing bodies, are legally separate, and are fiscally independent of the Town of Livonia. 

Also, excluded from the reporting entity 

This potential component unit has a separate board appointed jointly by the area 
governm ents' governing bodies. It provides services to residents, within the geographic 
boundaries of the government and other areas adjacent to it. This unit is excluded from the 
reporting entity because the governm ent does not have the ability to exercise influence or 
control over its daily operations, approve budgets or provide funding. 

The municipality uses funds and account groups to report on its financial position and the results of 
its operations. Fund accounting is designed to dem onstrate legal com pliance and to aid financial 
m an agem ent by segregating transactions relating to certain governm ent functions or activities. 

A fund is a separate accounting entity with a self-balancing set of accounts. O n the other hand, an 
account group is a financial reporting device designed to provide accountability for certain assets and 
liabilities that are not recorded in the fu nds because they do not directly affect net expendable 
available financial resources.

Governm ental Fund 

Governmental funds are used to account for all or most of the municipality's general activities, 
including the collection and disbursem ent of specific or legally restricted m onies, the acquisition or 
construction of general fixed assets, and the servicing of general long-term  debt. G overnm ental fu nds 
include: 

General Fund-the general operating fu nd of the municipalky and accounts for all financial 
resources, except those required to be accounted for in other funds. 

Special revenue funds-account for the proceeds of specific revenue sources that are legally 
restricted to expenditures for specified purposes. 

Debt service funds-account for transactions relating to resources retained and used for the 
paym ent of principal and interest on those long-term obligations recorded in the general 
long-term  obligations account group. 

Proprietary Fund Type 

Proprietary fu nds are used to account for activities sim ilar to those found in the private sector, where 
the determ ination of net incom e is necessary or usefu l to sound financial adm inistration. Proprietary 
funds differ from  governm ental fu nds in that their focus is on incom e m easurem ent, which, together 
with the m aintenance of equity, is an im portant financial indicator. Proprietary  funds include: 

Enterprise funds-account for operations (a) where the intent of the governing body is that the 
costs (expenses, including depreciation) of providing goods and services to the general 
public on a continuing bas is be financed or recovered prim arily through user charges; or 

(b) where the governing body has decided that periodic determination of revenues earned, 
expenses incurred, and/or net incom e is appropriate for capital m aintenan ce, public 
policy, m anagem ent control, accountability, or other purposes. 

The accounting and financial reporting treatm ent applied to a fund is determ ined by its m easurem ent 
focus. All governm ental fu nds are accounted for using a cu rrent financial resources m easurem ent 
focus. W ith this m easurem ent focus, only cu rrent assets and cu rrent liabilities generally are included 
on the balance sheet. O perating statem ents for these fu nds present increases an d decreases in net 
current assets. The modified accrual basis of accounting is used by all governm ental fu nds. The 
governm ental fu nds use the following practices in recording revenues and expenditures:

R evenues 

1. Ad valorem taxes and related state revenue sharing are recorded in the year the taxes 
are due and payable. Ad valorem tax es are assessed on a calendar year basis and attach 
as an enforceable lien and becom e due an d payable on the date the tax  rolls are filed 
with the recorder of m ortgages. Louisiana Revised Statute 47:1993 requires that the tax 
roll be filed on or before N ovem ber 15 of each year. Ad valorem tax es become 
delinquent if not paid by Decem ber 31. The tax es are normally collected in Decem ber 
of the current year an d January and February of the ensuing year.

Sales and use tax  revenues are recorded in the month they are received by the parish 
tax  collector. 

Federal and state grants and reim bursements are recorded when the Town is entitled to 
the funds. 

Fines, forfeitures, an d court costs are recorded in the year they are received by the 
Town or parish tax  collector. 

Fees, charges an d com m issions are recognized as revenue in the m onth in which they 
are earned and billed. 

6. Substan tially all other revenues are recorded when received by the Town 

Expenditures 

Expenditures are recognized under the m odified accru al basis of accounting when the related 
fu nd liability is incurred. 

Transfers between fu nds that are not expected to be repaid are accounted for as other 

financing sources (uses) and are recorded when the actual transfers occurs. 

A proposed operating budget for the fiscal year, prepared on GAAP Basis
, is approved by the Board 

of Aldermen an d adopted in accordance with the Local Governm ent Budget Law
. The operating 

budget includes proposed expenditures and the m ean s of financing them
.

During the year, m onthly budgetary com parison statem ents are used as m anagem ent tools to control 
operations. W hen necessary  the Board adopts budget am endm ents which are included in m inutes 

published in the official journal. 

The Board exercises budgetary control at the line item level. U nexpended appropriations lapse at the 
year end and must be reappropriated in the next year's proposed budget to be expended. 

The Town does not follow the encum brance m ethod of accounting 

Cash includes am ounts in dem and deposits and interest-bearing dem and deposits. Cash equivalents 
include am ounts in tim e deposits and those investm ents w ith original m aturities of 90 days or less. 
U nder state law, the m unicipality m ay deposit funds in dem and deposits, interest-bearing dem and 
deposits, m oney m arket accounts, or tim e deposits with a bank organized under Louisiana law , or 
any other state of the U nited States, or under the laws of the United States. 

Account,; Receivable and Bad Deb 

The Tow n uses the direct charge-off m ethod whereby uncollectible am ounts due from ad valorem 
taxes are recognized as bad debts at the time inform ation becomes available which would indicate the 
uncollectibility of the particu lar receivable. The direct charge-off method is used because it does not 
cause a m aterial departure from  GAAP an d it approxim ates the valuation m ethod. 

D uring the course of operations, num erous transactions occu r between individual funds  for goods 
provided or services rendered. These receivables and payables are classified as due from other fu nds 
or due to other fu nds  on the balance sheet. Short-term interfund loans are classified as interfund 
receivables/payables. 

Inventories for supplies are im material an d are recorded as expenditures when purchased

Certain proceeds of enterprise fund revenue bonds, as well as certain resources set aside for their 
repaym ent, are classified as restricted assets on the balance sheet because their use is lim ited by 

applicable bond covenants. 

Under the terms of the bond indenture on outstanding Utility Revenue Bonds dated Septem ber 1, 
1968, all income and revenue (hereinafter referred to as revenue) of every nature, earned or derived 
from operation of the Utility System are pledged and dedicated to the retirem ent of said bonds and 
are to be set aside into the following special funds: 

1. The paym ent of all reasonable expenses of adm inistration, operations and maintenance of the 

system . 

2. The establishm ent and maintenance of the Sinking Fund through m onthly deposits of an  
am ount constituting 1/12 of the next m aturing installm ent of principal and 1/6 of the next 
m aturing installm ent of interest on the outstanding bonds. Such transfers shall be fu lly 
sufficient to assure the prom pt paym ent of principal and interest installm ents as they become 
due. 

There shall also be set aside into a Bond Reserve Fund through m onthly deposits of an 

amount at least equal to twenty percent (20%) of the amount required to be paid into the 
aforesaid Sinking Fund specified in paragraph 2. above, until there has been accum ulated in 
the Reserve Fund an  am ount equal to the m axim um principal and interest requirem ents in 

any succeeding year ($15,900 - Year 1998). Such fund shall be retained solely for the purpose 
of paying the principal and interest on bonds  payable and interest coupons for which 
sufficient fu nds are not on deposit in the aforesaid Sinking Fund and as to w hich there would 
otherwise be default. 

Funds w ill also be set aside into a D epreciation and Contingencies Fund each m onth in a sum 

equal to a five percent (5%) of the gross revenues of the system for the preceding month, 
providing that such sum is available after provision is m ade for the paym ent in 1, 2, 3. above. 
In addition to caring for extensions, additions, operations of the system , the m oney in said 
D epreciation and Contingencies Fund shall also be used to pay the principal and the interest 
on the bonds for which there is not suffi cient money in the Sinking Fund or Reserve Fund.

N o further m onthly paym ent into the Depreciation and Contingencies Fund need be m ade 
when there shall be in said fund the sum of $75,00. 

Any m oney rem aining in the Gas and W ater Revenue Fund in excess of $7,500 after m aking 
the above required paym ents m ay be used by the Town for the purpose of calling an d/or 
purchasing and paying bonds payable from the revenues of the system , or for such other 
lawfu l corp orate purposes as the governing authority of the Town approves. 

Fixed assets of governm ental funds are recorded as expenditures at the tim e purchased or constructed, 

and the related assets are reported in the general fixed assets account group. Public domain ("infra- 
structure") general fixed assets consisting of certain improvements other than building, including 
roads, streets, drainage system s, an d lighting system s, are not capitalized with other fixed assets. 
Interest cost incurred during constru ct ion are capitalized. N o depreciation has been provided on 
general fixed as sets. A ll fixed as sets are valued at historical cost or estim ated cost if historical cost is 
not available. Repairs and m aintenance are recorded as expenditures; renewals and betterm ents are 
capitalized.

Reserves represent those portions of fund equity not appropriable for expenditures or legally 
segregated for a specific fu ture use. 

Unreserved Retained Earnings 

U nreserved retained earnings for proprietary  fu nds  represent the net assets available for fu ture 
operations or distributions. 

Designated Fund Balances 

Designated fu nd balances represent tentative plan s for fu ture use of finan cial resources. 

Unreserved-Undesignated Fund Balances 

The unreserved-undesignated fu nd balances for governmental fu nds represent the am ount 
available for budgeting fu ture operations.

All taxable property located within the State of Louisiana is subject by law to taxation on the basis of 
its assessed valuation. The assessed value is determined by the Parish Assessor, except for public 
utility property which is assessed by the Louisiana Tax Comm ission. 

The 1974 Louisiana Constitution provided that, beginning in 1978, all land and residem ial property 
were to be assessed at 10% of fair m arket value; agricultural, horticultural, m arsh lands, tim ber lands 
and certain historic buildings are to be assessed at 10% of "use" value; and all other property is to be 
assessed at 15% of fair m arket value. Fair m arket values are determ ined by the elected assessor of the 

parish and are subject to review and final certification by the Louisiana Tax Commission. The 
Assessor is required to reappraise all property every four years. 

The Sheriff of Pointe Coupee Parish, as provided by State Law, is the official tax collector of general 
property tax es levied by the Town. All tax es are due by Decem ber 31 of the year an d are delinquent 
on January 1 of the next year, which is also the lien date. 

State law requires the Sheriff to collect property tax es in the calendar year in which the assessment is 
m ade. If the 1997 taxes are not paid by the due date of Decem ber 31st, the taxes hear interest at 
1.25% per m onth until the tax es are paid. After notice is given to the delinquent taxpayers, the 
Sheriff is required by the Constitution of the State of Louisiana to sell the least quan tity of property 
necessary  to settle the taxes an d interest owed. 

Property tax es are recog~tized as revenue in the year for which they are levied and become due. The 
majority of the year's taxes are collected from November to February by the Sheriff. Any amounts 
not collected at Decem ber 31st are shown as accounts receivable.

N O TE 9 - N A TUR A L G A S SERV ICE AG REEM EN T 

On January 1, 1985, the Town signed a natural gas contract with M onterey Pipeline Company to 
purchase all of its natural gas requirem ents up to a m ax im um volum e of 256,000 cubic feet of gas per 
day. The agreement has been amended several tim es with the latest dated O ctober 5, 1991 effective 
from July 1, 1992 to January 1, 1995, upon expiration, the agreement continued in force on a 
year-to-year bas is until term inated on D ecem ber 31, 1997. 

On July 10, 1997, the Town entered into a fixed-price contract with the Louisiana Municipal Gas 
Purchasing Authority, effective January 1, 1998 for a period of ten months at a total delivered price 
of $2.69 per M CF. Subsequent contracts will be for a twelve m onth period beginning N ovem ber 1~'. 
The price will be based upon a 12-m onth average N YM EX strip price plus supplier m argin, 
tran sportation, and fees. 

N O TE 10 - U TILITY SERVI CE A G REEM EN T 

An agreem ent between the Solid W aste Disposal System of the Parish of Pointe Coupee and the 
Town of Livonia provides for the billing of custom ers on the Town's system . This billing agreement 
went into effect for the m onth of O ctober 1985. U nder the term s of the agreem ent, the Town retains 
a $ .75 per custom er as a billing fee. The am ount owed to the Solid W aste D isposal System as of

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N O TE 11 - CEN TRA LIZED  CO LLECTIO N  A G EN CY A G R EEM EN T 

In accordance with Paragraph (B)(1) of Section 3 of Article VII of the Constitution of the State of 
Louisiana, the Town entered into an agreem ent on M ay 20, 1992 with all of the sales and use taxing 
authorities of the Parish of Pointe Coupee designating the Sales Tax  Department of the Pointe 
Coupee Parish Police Jury as the single tax collection entity. The agreement is effective as of July 1, 
1992, the agreem ent authorizes the Tow n to com pensate the collection agency 1.25% of the gross 
am ounts collected.

The Town has granted three fran chises:

All em ployees of the Tow n, except policem en covered under the M unicipal Police Em ployees 
Retirem ent System , are m em bers of the Federal Social Security System , adm inistered by the State of 
Louisiana. The total payroll for em ployees of the Town covered by the System for the year 1997 was 
$123,816. 

The total contribution to the System is 12.4% of tax able payroll of which the Town and em ployees 
contribute 6.2% each. For the year 1997, the Tow n contributed $7,677 to the System . 

All em ployees of the Town, except policem en covered under the M unicipal Police Em ployees 
Retirem ent System  an d elected officials before 1986, are m em bers of the Federal M edicare System . 
The total payroll for em ployees of the Town covered by the System for the year 1997 was $139,084. 

The total contribution to the system  is 2.9% of tax able payroll of which the Town and em ployees 
contribute 1.45% each. For the year 1997, the Town contributed $2,017 to the System . 

Plan D escription: All fu ll-tim e police departm ent em ployees engaged in law enforcem ent are 
required to participate in the System . Employees who retire at or after age 50 with at least 20 years of 
creditable service or at or after age 55 with at least 12 years of creditable service are entitled to a 
retirement benefit, payable m onthly for life, equal to 3 1/3 percent of their final-average salary for 
each year of creditable serv ice. Final-average salary  is the em ployee's average salary  over the 36 
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consecutive or joined months that produce the highest average. Employees who terminate with at 
least the am ount of creditable service stated above, and do not withdraw their em ployee 
contributions, m ay retire at the ages specified previously and receive the benefit accrued to their date 
of termination. The System also provides death and disability benefits. Benefits are established or 
am ended by state statute. 

The System issues an annual publicly available financial report that includes finan cial statem ents and 
required supplem entary inform ation for the System . That report m ay be obtained by writing to the 
M unicipal Police Employees Retirem ent System of Louisiana, 8401 U nited Plaza Boulevard, Baton 

Rouge, Louisiana 70809-2250, or by calling (504) 929-7411. 

Funding Policy: Plan  m em bers are required by state statute to contribute 7.5% of their an nual 
covered salary  and the Town of Livonia is required to contribute at an  actuarially determ ined rate. 
The current rate is 9.0% of an nual covered payroll. The contribution requirem ents of plan members 
and the Town of Livonia are established an d m ay be am ended by state statute. As provided by 
Louisiana Revised Statute 11:103, the em ployer contributions are determ ined by actuarial valuation 
and are subject to chan ge each year based on the results of the valuation for the prior fiscal year. The 
Town of Livonia contributions to the System for the years ending Decem ber 31, 1997, 1996, and 
1995, were $2,908, $2,796, an d $3,421, respectively, equal to the required contributions for each year.

I have audited the financial statem ents of TO W N  O F LIVO N IA, LO U ISIAN A , as of and for the 
year ended December 31, 1997, and have issued my report thereon dated June 8, 1998. I conducted 
m y audit in accordan ce with generally accepted auditing stan dards an d the stan dards  applicable to 
financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Com ptroller General of 
the U nited States. 

As part of obtaining reasonable assurance about whether Town of Livonia, Louisiana's financial 
statem ents are free of m aterial misstatem ent, I perform ed tests of its com pliance with certain 
provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and gran ts, noncompliance with which could have a direct 
and m aterial effect on the determ ination of finan cial statem ent am ounts. H owever, providing an 
opinion on complian ce with those provisions was not an objective of my audit and, accordingly, I do 
not express such an  opinion. The results of m y tests disclosed no instan ces of noncom pliance that are 
required to be reported under Govem mem Auditin~ Sta~dard~. 

In plan ning an d perform ing my audit, I considered Town of Livonia, Louisian a's internal control 
over finan cial reporting in order to determ ine my auditing procedures for the purpose of expressing 
m y opinion on the financial statem ents an d not to provide assuran ce on the internal control over 
financial reporting. M y consideration of the internal control over financial reporting would not 
necessarily disclose all m atters in the internal control over finan cial reporting that might be material 
weaknesses. A material weakness is a condition in which the design or operation of one or more of 
the internal control com ponents does not reduce to a relatively low level the risk that m isstatem ents 
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in am ounts that would be m aterial in relation to the financial statem ents being audited m ay occur and 
not be detected within a tim ely period by em ployees in the norm al course of perform ing their 
assigned functions. I noted no m atters involving the internal control over financial reporting and its 
operation that I consider to be m aterial w eaknesses. 

This report is intended for the inform ation of m anagement an d the Legislative Auditor for the State 
of Louisian a. H owever, this report is a m atter of public record and it distribution is not lim ited.
